our special modern problems. 


the theme our convention implies some special 
emphases that Christian education must have the particular 
times which live. Such implication is, course, under- 
standable, but its very statement suggests fallacy against which 
must always guard. the fallacy that because civiliza- 
tions and societies may vary from time time, therefore the 
nature and objectives education must similarly change. This 
the implication one sometimes catches the titles books, 
articles, lectures “Education for the Twentieth Century” 
(more modestly!) “Education for the Space Age.” 

Techniques vary; the basic concepts education remain con- 
stant. Superficial needs vary; basic human nature remains the 
same. This trite enough stuff, but often forgotten de- 
bates and discussions education and, indeed, human nature. 

Every now and again something happens remind un- 
changing human nature and the consequent need for constant 
educational objectives. Douglas Woodruff delights tell one 
such happening. relates that his moment greatest ecstasy 
the contemporary prelude the Space Age occurred year 
ago during week recess the British schools. 


Eternal Values 


The youngsters were duly treated science exhibit, fea- 
turing the Space Age, great London exhibition hall. hapless 
commentator for the BBC showed the television screen one 
morning following school boys around the hall they gazed 
exhibits setting forth the wonders the Space Age: communica- 
tions the Space Age, business the Space Age, art the 
Space Age, entertainment the Space Age, government the 
Space Age, and all the rest it. The BBC commentator said 
his television audience something along these lines: “Let’s question 
couple these young people.

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all sane education contemporary society will essentially the 
same they have been any other society humans; certainly 
the objectives Christian education will remain basically constant. 
They will shaped contemporary society always, the con- 
cept education the complete and harmonious development 
all the faculties distinctive man, concept which includes, 
necessity, intellectual and moral, personal and social, secular and 
religious elements, all these varying proportions varying 
societies, but each them proper part long the society 
truly human. 

When the 1852 Pastoral Letter The First Plenary Council 
Baltimore pleaded that Catholics “listen not those who 
would persuade you that religion can separated from secular 
instruction” and warned against the unhappy consequences that 
must follow “if your children, while they advance human sci- 
ences, are not taught the science the saints,” our religious fore- 
fathers were speaking terms comprehensive concept 
education that all Christians and Jews once understood well, as, in- 
deed, many still do; was concept education that wise pagans 
also perceived with crystal clarity, did Plato, for example. 

Against the background this concept education, our in- 
tellectual and moral, personal and social, secular and religious 
objectives education remain fixed that one can state them 
for our contemporary society terms their American statement 
from almost any Catholic generation. From the very first grade 
the primary school the last lecture the loftiest graduate de- 
gree are empowered Church State grant, well 
take our lead still from John Lancaster Spalding what 
teach, how teach and all the attitudes have and incul- 
cate toward what and how teach Catholic American educa- 
tion. Spalding’s words, published 1890, have even now con- 
temporary ring and perennial validity: 

“We need men whose intellectual view embraces the history 
the race, who are familiar with all literature,. who have 
studied all social movements, who are acquainted with the 
development philosophical thought, who are not blinded 
physical miracles and industrial wonders, but know how ap- 
preciate all truth, all beauty, all goodness. And this wide 
culture they must join the earnestness, the confidence, the char- 
ity, and the purity motive which Christian faith inspires. 
need scholars who are saints, and saints who are scholars. 
need men genius who live for God and their country; 
men action who seek for light the company those 
who know; men religion who understand that God reveals 
Himself science, and works Nature, the soul 
man, for the good those who know (and those who 
love Him.” 


Reason and Revelation Agree 


have spoken the contemporary ring and perennial validity 
John Lancaster Spalding’s statement our Catholic American 
educational objectives. One might say the same the insights 
which Archbishop John Ireland gave ringing and valiant expression 


his sermon for Cardinal Gibbons’ silver jubilee episcopal con- 
secration. That was 1893—but every concept, every word 
freshly relevant 1961 and will every moment the 
dynamic decades the Space Age. John Ireland said: 

“Let note the chief characteristics the age. The age 
ambitious knowledge. Its searchings know rest and submit 
limitations. so. The Catholic Church proclaims that 
all truth, natural well supernatural, from God, and 
that the mind grows more Godlike absorbs truth more 
generous proportions. Two sources knowledge there are, ac- 
cording Catholic teaching, both from God—the reason 
man and the voice God revelation. Between reason and 
revelation there never can contradiction; the so-called war 
between faith and science war between the misrepresentations 
science and the misrepresentations faith, or, rather, between 
the ignorance some scientists and the ignorance some 
theologians. The Church has fear natural truth; yea, from 
strongest proofs come her the truth supernatural 
revelation. The discoveries the age, whether minute ani- 
malcules vast fiery orbs, demonstrate God. Through all the 
laws the universe they show forth absolute cause, all- 
wise, all-powerful, eternal. The fruits all historical research, 
all social and moral inquiry, give Christ rising from the 
dead and raising the world from the dead. They give Christ’s 
Church the enduring embodiment Christ’s mission. The 
knowledge the age! The age has not sufficiency knowledge; 
and the need the hour, the duty the Church, stimulate 
the age deeper researches, more extensive surveyings, until 
has left untouched particle matter that may conceal 
secret, incident history, act the life humanity, 
that may solve problem The age loves knowledge; let 
patrons knowledge. Let the most erudite historians, 
the most experienced scientists, the most acute philosophers; and 
history, science, and philosophy will not divorced from 


Devotion All Knowledge 


One the objectives that Archbishop Ireland considered would 
served such spontaneous and generous blessing the 
Church the knowledge the age the progress truth, 
all truth, for its own sake; but was shrewdly mindful, too, 
how this mood our educational programs and objectives would 
also greatly serve the interests the Church herself. So, again, 
was Bishop John Spalding; indeed, Spalding’s sermon during the 
Third Plenary Council Baltimore (1884) the education 
priests needs only the addition the words “and laymen” the 
words “the Catholic priest” make up-to-date statement 
our needs and objectives terms the service the Church 
education. Let recall John Spalding’s words, adding only 
the words “and laymen,” suggested. 

“In the face the modern world, that which the Catholic 
priest (and layman) most needs, after virtue, the best cultiva- 
tion mind, which issues comprehensiveness view, exact- 
ness perception, the clear discernment the relations 
truths and the limitations scientific knowledge, fairness 
and flexibility thought, ease and grace expression, can- 
dor, reasonableness; the intellectual culture which brings the 
mind into form, gives the control its faculties, creates the 
habit attention and develops firmness grasp. The education 
which speak expansion and discipline mind rather than 
learning; and its tendency not much form profound 
dogmatists, erudite canonists, acute casuists, cultivate 
habit mind, which, for want better word, may called 
philosophical, enlarge the intellect, strengthen and supple 
its faculties, enable take connected views things and 
their relations, and see clear amid the mazes human error 
and through the mists human passion. 

these objectives were necessary and valid the dawn 
the century, the mid-century decades find them more urgently so. 
And they are necessary and valid for what Christian educa- 
tion owes the Church, they are not less for what Christian 
education owes its essential and indispensable contribution 
human civilization. 

That contribution constant theme the Christian human- 
ism explicit the encyclicals the modern Popes. frequent 
subject painstaking study our best Catholic and not few 
non-Catholic students the plight Western civilization. 
suggested, briefly and admirably, Christopher Dawson 
timely essay The Commonweal this very week. 

Dawson points out that our society survive, needs 
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some higher principle co-ordination than any purely political 
consensus any mere coincidence commercial interests. 
points out that “rational, scientific substitute for religion” can 
provide such principle co-ordination for culture, but that 
such principle must necessity involve transcendence which 
essentially theological. concludes that essential that 
should not allow popular anti-theological prejudice blind 
the vital sociological and psychological functions that religion has 
world civilization. emphasizes that, even though gradually 
deprived intellectual and social influence modern culture, 
religion still offers modern technological society principle 
spiritual co-ordination and principle unity and points out 
that the field education that the need which civiliza- 
tion stands and the solution which religon offers can brought 
together. 

Dawson reminds that the great schism which has split secular 
life from religious and even moral inspiration has means 
been due failure entirely the secular side. underscores 
how modern Christians, while retaining their theological beliefs 
transcendent moral order and spiritual community, have 
not always matched their theoretical acceptance these their 
cultural realization, and this rightly acknowledges largely 
the fault our education, which means even the education 
provided and the Church. 


Need Intellectual Revolution 


What needed, argues, nothing less than radical re- 
form Christian education: intellectual revolution which will 
restore the internal unity Christian culture. concedes that 
the needed changes emphasis and curriculum cannot accom- 
plished our lifetime, but makes clear, what one this 
convention need told, that this time for sell short 
permit anyone else sell short the relevance Christian 
education that spiritual crisis our civilization which compli- 
cates every political, social, economic and military problem the 
front pages the daily paper and behind the anxieties every 
statesman and citizen capable enlightened concern. 

The relevance Christian education the spiritual crisis 
Western civilization and the place our responsibility that 
civilization among the objectives our educational system, are 
presently pinpointed terms the special responsibilities 
America and the part that religious education must necessarily 
play helping prepare America for her part the moral regen- 
eration the world. 

That relevance requires that emphasize the place directly 
moral and religious education the common good America, 
America’s heritage ideas and idealism. There America 
established tradition separation Church and State; the 
origin that tradition Catholics made historical contribution 
Maryland; the development that tradition most religious and 
political movements have contributed one way another. Both 
America and the Church have profited greatly from this tradition; 
one who loves either can possibly question that fact seek 
reduce the safeguards which have made possible. 

But even with the strongest attachment the separation 
Church and State, there has not been, until recently, any wide- 
spread suggestion that intellectual life and moral idealism, that 
religious values and the American civil heritage, are similarly 
separated; the common good America presupposes and de- 
pends upon the necessity that there piety citizens and patri- 
otism believers. fact, has been largely the spiritual nourish- 
ment our civic idealism that has accounted for the unique moral 
prestige and political stability America among modern nations, 
many which have been bedeviled and debilitated secularism 
lifted the level creed and religion therefore maneuvered 
into the ugly position political pressure. 


American Education the Crossroads 


This would disastrous moment for America pres- 
sured into educational patterns which would discount the place 
religious ideas civic idealism and which would seek em- 
barrass the efforts those who strive relate religious inspira- 
tion secular education maximum possible degree. Quite the 
contrary; this time for vigilance against the divorce civic 
idealism from spiritual ideas— and time for Christian education 
number high among its objectives its unique part helping pre- 
pare America provide the moral leadership inevitably following 
upon and yet essential her political power. 

Something America’s opportunity, and Christian educa- 
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tion’s consequent responsibilities, was hammered home not long 

ago remarkable speech Mr. Charles Malik, the representa- 

tive little Lebanon the Assembly the United Nations. Dur- 

ing one the great debates over who had what A-Bombs 

Bombs and how these would tested, controlled, tossed about, 

Mr. Malik protested against the narrow concept strength which 

tends obsess “great powers.” summary effect, the spokesman 
for ancient but tiny Lebanon said: 

“Gentlemen, the small nations have listened you giv- 
ing the inventories your resources. Permit for one mo- 
ment say you that are not impressed. Atomic security, 
atomic energy, and physical resources are not enough. Material 
force itself, matter how overwhelming, interesting and 
important only far may prove means bringing about 
condition which spiritual and intellectual values can begin 
operate again; otherwise, significance. Sooner later, 
when you have finished your bombing, your armament production, 
and all your marshalling physical forces, there must pene- 
tration minds minds and spirits spirits. This means that 
the future belongs not those who have the most trains the 
most machinery, but those who have the most ideas. means 
that over and above your stockpiles you must have cultural and 
spiritual message which will profound, true, universal 
that will satisfy the thirsty souls men everywhere and make 
them forgive you your rich supplies and your privileged resources. 

“The question, therefore, which confronts you not who has 
this bomb the other, but who can develop type person 
who will sum his character such qualities understanding 
and humility, truth, humor, moral stature, strength 
and resourcefulness mind, pregnant ideas, universal sym- 
pathy, capacity for friendship and love that will admired 
and respected even those who might otherwise envy and 
hate him. 

“The future belongs that country and that people who, 
seeking understanding and good will and refusing have pleasure 
their dominant quest, are not deceived their own material 
resources into thinking they are strong, but are able call forth 


within themselves, not out the bowels their earth, 


sufficient strength and vision with which embrace the whole 
world love and truth. 

“The great question is: Which that country? Who are those 
people? They are the strong ones the earth and they -will 
the leaders the future.” 

Specifically, burning question for America the moment 
this: Can the United States develop more the type man 
described Dr. Malik, the citizen who sums his character 
such quality understanding, humility, truth, humor, 
moral stature, strength and resourcefulness mind, preg- 
nant ideas, universal sympathy and friendship and love, 
enable him, the sheer weight his being, overcome our 
American disadvantages mass and discontinuity? 


Christian Principles Demanded 


has not yet dawned upon America, the spokesman the 
small nations said, how much required her develop this 
kind humanity; when does, the place religion educa- 
tion and therefore Christian education the national common 
good will more keenly appreciated and more generously 
acknowledged. 

the meantime, you must place the discharge your ob- 
ligation patriotism and piety help produce such men high 
among the objectives the Catholic educational system that you 
are privileged serve. will this best renew each 
generation our dedication the objective that Isaac Hecker set 
for 1876: “We would make, could, the Catholic 
men the next generation, each his own sphere, leaders 
new crusade against error, not through the use force legal 
compulsion, but the greater purity their lives and the 
superiority their genius.” 


Taxes Could Destroy Private Schools

pare their children for their future destinies. The American gov- 
ernment, bound oaths defend the Constitution, will not 
forget that the Constitution exists “establish justice, insure 
domestic tranquility, provide for the common defense, promote 
the general welfare, and secure the blessings liberty ourselves 
and our posterity 

government mindful the purposes the Constitution will 
resist pressures which would destroy educational freedom and will 
devise means equitably meeting the problems taxpayers and 
schools living under Constitution with Preamble thus 
magnanimous and just. Mindful the oath defend such Con- 
stitution, will not use the power tax appropriate tax 
moneys without first making certain that its action does not deal 
mortal blow the rights those tax payers whose children 
are voluntary schools. 

America will poor indeed, however rich, sap away 
taxation the hard earned resources American families that used 
freely given for that moral and religious education which 
has played small part building the national common 
good. will bad day for America, sad day for education 
the 87th Congress decides that can give aid comfort the 
cause American education schools which are desperately try- 
ing keep alive fervent love Nature’s God, well the 
knowledge the laws nature, assuming that the Congress 
departs from its traditional position that federal aid such 
involves too many dangers the American commonweal and way 
life. 

But whatever the prudence the Administration and the 
equity the Congress; whatever the prevailing justice the 
courts; the fact that our voluntary schools are faced with grave 
dangers. These are not merely financial; matter fact, long 
there money around, our Catholic people, acting out 
motives once Christian and American, will spend what they 
have for religious education even they must without other 
things less close the well-being their children and the 
fulfillment the Will God. Their past performance proves that; 
their present demands and future hopes. But have pas- 
sionate and powerful enemies; would folly pretend other- 
wise. Secularism has become more aggressive than America has 
ever known be; certain anti-Catholic clericalism places 
some Christian peoples uneasy but dangerous alliance with 
secularism against whatever seems them manifestation 
“Catholic power.” passionate this anti-Catholic clericalism 
its pressures against even reasonable discussion the Catholic 


part the American educational effort equitable solution 
the problems that all-out federal aid would create for Catholic 
schools and for the parents who chose them, that The Christian 
Century, editorial February 1961, announced that Con- 
gress, disregarding its demands, passed laws easing the burden 
taxpayers with children other than public schools, then would 
contest these laws the courts; and the courts declared the 
laws constitutional, then they would refuse pay the taxes! 

Such passion constitutes grave problems for Congress well 
for our schools. Nonetheless, there more than enough reason 
for optimism contemplate the future American education, 
State-supported and voluntary alike. 


Division Semantic Trick 


the present period controversy, suggest that sup- 
plement our necessary vigilance and persevering prayers with 
little patience and lot confidence the ultimate common 
sense the American people. might good idea the 
NCEA temporarily established 4-H Club all its own. Such 
private 4-H Club—one more group add the long list 
Catholic organizations— might help keep straight and sound 
the Humor, Humility, Hope, and Horizons needed all times 
education, but particularly these controversial, short-tem- 
pered but historic and largely healthy days. Such little 4-H 
Club would good for our own public relations and for the 
nerves our neighbors. 

would emphasize the need for sense Humor, which 
matters this kind comes down that sense perspective which 
keeps from being intemperate our own speech irritated 
the vocabulary the other fellow. For example, with the help 
sense humor (and good dictionary), you will less irritated 
when your opponents use word that downgrades and dismisses 
values which you (and America, generally speaking) greatly cher- 
ish. For instance, the word “sectarian” currently used people 
with “Thing” this subject order describe what you would 
call “religious” probably even “moral.” Where once most Amer- 
icans would have spoken “religious schools” “moral educa- 
tion” both obviously thumbs-up phrases, some people, for trans- 
parent reasons, now use phrases like “sectarian schools” 
“sectarian kind pole-cat phrase with 
thumbs-down overtone it. 

good vigilant against these semantic tricks, but 
would quite foolish paranoid about them. 

sense humor will keep our tempers under control 
recognize for the nonsense the strategem which peo- 
ple feign outraged indignation what they call the attempt 
the Catholic hierarchy “divide the community” their re- 
quests, recommendations, legitimate questions connection 
with education policies. saving sense humor will save you 
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from exasperation the face this kind talk; will remind 
you that everyone “divides the community” when speaks 
debatable question. Political parties “divide the 
every man woman who makes speech public “divides the 
community” the speech contains any provocative idea worth 
listening and arguing about. The editorial pages the news- 
papers “divide the community”; the sports pages; the so- 
ciety pages, the death columns assuredly do. The proponents 
federal aid education have “divided the community” over 
this question for couple generations; the most that the Cath- 
olic hierarchy could hope would “sub-divide the 
community” over this question. 

one with sense humor will read the history the 
fight for and against federal aid education without wry smile 
any talk about “dividing the community”; these are matters 
that not only admit debate, but demand debate. They are, 
however, matters which among Americans, and especially among 
Christians, should admit debate with urbanity, good humor 
and that decent regard for one another’s opinions which 
associated with both these qualities. 


Dead-Level Conformity 


need not tell the spiritual directors among you that sense 
humor preservative and protector the virtue humility. 
can use this virtue not only the present crisis but all 
the mighty work our educational program. First all, 
must not make the paranoid mistake that our efforts special 
education and aspirations after special excellence and special serv- 
ice are the only ones resented and criticized the general com- 
munity. The public schools are frequently the objects capri- 
cious and unfair criticism, especially when they presume keep 
alive ancient traditions excellence which trouble those who 
would prefer conformity, uniformity, and dead-level standardiza- 
tion. President General the National Catholic Educational 
Association has been duty and privilege help interpret 
the ideals and defend the interests our Catholic educational 
system. grateful alumnus own public school, the Bos- 
ton Latin School, have felt duty and have counted 
privilege speak out defense that first (and best) all 
American public schools the face the efforts some who 
would “cut down and who downgrade deplore the 
special educational witness that schools its kind strive bear. 

saving humility will prompt recognize the titanic task 
have perform make our schools effective 
ourselves wish them and make their effectiveness and 
excellence known our neighbors. 

James O’Gara points out, the average non-Catholic has 
almost personal knowledge contact with our schools. the 
parochial schools are mysterious many our neighbors, may 
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well because they are rarely, ever, invited visit them and 
result they know little nothing about what taught there. 
have reasons enough for pride our schools prompt 
extend such invitations; any case, humble regard for one’s 
dependence the good opinion and good will his neighbors 
democratic community should prompt throw open our 
doors that least neighbors with open minds can discover 
what all about. 

The third the timely 4-H’s hope. Irritating 
pressures may be, and discouraging malice and misrepresenta- 
tion indubitably are, have good grounds for hope. 
true that the editorial columns publications like The Christian 
Century reveal callous indifference our problem, not less 
true that truly fraternal spirit increasingly present among 
the authors the contributed articles even this publication. 
There are open minds and generous hearts among millions our 
Protestant neighbors; must see that our own minds and 
our own hearts are generous.

name for atheism, American society Protestant children 
public schools are under influence with which the churches 
cannot compete and which they cannot counteract. The public 
school presents the church with generation youth whose 
minds have been cast secular mold You can educate 
every child America the subjects taught our public schools 
and yet our democracy may down The last stand 
democracy will the realm the people’s faith Democracy 
Christianity’s gift the world. And when Christianity fails, 
democracy fails. The only solution open the public schools 
include the teachings religion.” 

This was extremely strong talk; the last sentence involves 
proposal which would probably found unconstitutional. ques- 
tion whether any Catholic prelate has ever had anything crit- 
ical say about the public schools, but hope that did, 
would recognized that was speaking friend and 
loyal citizen, just sure that Dr. Morrison intended speak. 

The point that secularism disturbing most Protestants 
most Catholics. this fact, too, lies ground that there 
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may more generous comprehension our Catholic worry the 
years ahead, until someone can come with solution that 
once acceptable constitutional authority and conscience. 

Nor are there lacking signs that such spirit comprehen- 
sion increasing. Life magazine commented editorially last month 
the question school aid and religion. stated the sense in- 
justice which many Catholics feel over the “fiscal segregation” 
which their schools are subjected the present state things and 
pointed out that the Northwest Ordinance 1787, our first national 
venture school aid, reads: “Religion, morality, and knowledge, 
being necessary good government and the happiness mankind, 
schools and the means for education should forever encour- 
Life, finding healthy that the discrimination issue had 
been aired, argues that there clearly grave issue public policy 
and social injustice which will not settled until the argument, 
the courts out, has gone much further. agrees that democ- 
racy depends education, but questions whether that means that 
can depend primarily non-religious education, which often 
effect anti-religious. concludes that Protestants, Catholics, 
and Jews have lot more thinking this vital subject. 

small part this thinking must done common. All 
which confirms the contention that the debate over education 
should not permitted degenerate, its philosophic premises, 
into debate between Catholics and Protestants, any more than 
should represented, its political context, debate be- 
tween Catholics and the National Administration, above all the 
President. such thing. should not drawn into any 
such line argument. 


Debate Constitutionality 


The question education may invoive constitutional ques- 
tions; so, they can ultimately resolved and all parties must 
abide the final resolution. may even involve debate over 
the desirability separate systems. That is, theoretically 
least, reasonable enough debate for educators, but not 
Catholic-Protestant fight and should not allowed become 
one. For this reason, should decline engage debates with 
representatives Councils Protestant Churches other spe- 
cifically Protestant groups this question. can debate the 
Trinity with the Unitarians; the Papacy with the Anglicans; the 
visible Church with the Lutherans; all this can without 
harming America. But the present argument debate edu- 
cational policy, not dogmatic theology, and making theological 
debate seriously damages America. The President was quite right 
deplore the danger such damage, and deserves the loyal 
agreement and unqualified support everyone, every side, 
this aspect the matter. 

was Protestant publication that America was recently 
reminded the relevance the education question the 1944 
Prince vs. Massachusetts Supreme Court declaration: “It car- 
dinal with that the custody, care, and nurture the child 
reside first the parents, whose primary function and freedom 
include preparation for obligations the State can neither supply 
nor hinder.” 

This another reminder that although 
including religion their curriculum may under the ban 
the secularist, they are not without potential friends among mil- 
lions non-Catholic people who think back beyond the Mc- 
Collum the Northwest Ordinance, think back beyond 
the present crisis the Third Plenary Council Baltimore and 
find Catholic statement completely consistent with the 
authentic Americanism the Northwest Ordinance. 

Nothing that the National Administration has yet said should 
permanently discourage our hopes for the future education which 
includes religious idealism. The relevance such education 
the national common good may obscured the pressures 
secularism and the captious spirit some clergy seemingly 
more fearful their brother Christians than they are confident 
their own spiritual heritage; but this necessarily passing 
crisis nation with the civic and spiritual traditions America. 
While the crisis may worry you, should not make you lose 
Hope that there will found constitutional means implement 
the dictates common sense and defer the demands 
conscience.

One 
thinks the imaginative and potentially magnificent program 
the Peace Corps and reflects the special excellence that many 
our schools could bring the preparation for their proper, 
loyal part this program boys and girls from the particular 
backgrounds many those who are our schools. 

never visit the schools our Italian, French, Polish, Lithuan- 
ian, Croatian, Slovak, German, Hungarian, and other parishes with 
healthy roots the Old World but what reflect how providen- 
tial may yet prove that American political policy and Catholic 
religious idealism have made possible for these young people, 
while becoming completely American, keep many the 
memories the lands our ancestors, retaining some knowl- 
edge even the language and the culture those lands. fre- 
quently reflect, many you must have done, how wonder- 
ful would these boys and girls could back the lands 
their ancestors show how Americans keep alive both Faith 
and Freedom, cherishing the human memories the past even 
they nurture the humane hopes the future. The prospects what 
Peace Corps could restoring human unity and spreading 
the.sense human fraternity are thrilling; the part that many 
our schools could play producing loyal, competent members 
such Peace Corps beyond calculation and should 
small part the justification the sacrifices our people, 
well small part your own challenge excellence. 


Another Horizon 


You have call excellence all your own Catholic Chris- 
tians and urges you forward toward another Horizon than that 
mere competence. the Horizon the ever-increasing 
moral perfection which you must seek develop, together with 
erudition and skill, your students. This was the horizon the 
Northwest Ordinance; was also that the Baltimore Council; 
that the highest traditions Faith and Freedom from the 
first beginnings the human experience. one has stated the 
excellence which this Horizon draws you better than did Plato: 

“Tt not the life knowledge, not even includes all the 
sciences, that creates happiness and well-being, but single branch 
science the good life. you exclude this 
from the other branches, medicine will remain equally able give 
health, and shoemaking shoes, and weaving clothes; seaman- 
ship will continue still save life sea, and strategy win 
battles; but without the knowledge good and evil the use 
and excellence these sciences will found have failed us.” 

Finally, the Horizon that continually invites your renewed 
efforts that the excellence that our schools, precisely 
schools, must constantly seek. This Horizon was set for 
America the Third Plenary Council Baltimore, when 
said: must also perfect our schools. repudiate the 
idea that the Catholic school need any respect inferior 
any other school whatsoever. And hitherto, 
our people have acted the principle that better have 
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imperfect Catholic school than have none, let them now 
push their praiseworthy ambition still further, and not relax 
their efforts till their schools elevated the highest educational 
excellence 

that spirit, faithful the Baltimore Council, that 
many Catholic prelates, priests, educators, and laity have been 
impelled love the Church and education, speak 
with loyalty but candor criticism some areas our perform- 
ance, order that always may unsatisfied until have 
made better even our best. 

pursue these Horizons excellence, pursue them with 
hope and humility, meeting with good humor the obstacles and 
oppositions encountered the pursuit them, have nothing 
fear from the democratic processes America, whether the 
level enlightened administration, conscientious legislation 
impartial courts. Should there inevitable discouragements, 
despite the best efforts ourselves and proper authority, well, 
our suggested 4-H Club should help see through this. 

few weeks ago attended performance “Murder the 
Cathedral.” all know, Eliot’s thrilling drama tells the 
story one the real conflicts between Church and State 
opposed the strictly phony conflict between Church and State 
that alleged exist the present American debate edu- 


cation. Listening the bland speeches “disinterested” William 
Traci and Hugh Morville, who spoke sanctimoniously 
secularist about his efforts accomplish just subordination 
the pretensions the Church the welfare the State,” 
reflected that Eliot’s speeches could editorials out 
some the periodicals that pressure against religious schools; 
all the familiar phrases the secularists were the lips 
the actors. 

But the most pertinent lines the play for our present crisis 
were the lines which the people Canterbury expressed what 
must probably the part most the great conflicts 
between political necessity and religious needs which are raging 
around education: 


“Destiny waits the hand God, not the hands 
statesmen 

Who do, some well, some ill, planning and guessing 

For us, the poor, there action, 

But only wait and witness!” 


wait and witness: that may perhaps your present 
destiny. But you can both with great confidence, you wait 
and witness with humor and humility, with firm hope and holy 
fidelity your fairest horizons, old and new. 


Parent-Teacher Visits 


Can Pay Dividends 


they are well-planned!

Have you ever tried help some- 
one something when you didn’t have 
the faintest idea what was trying 
do? Often parents are asked just 
that. They are expected help the 
child come school frame 
mind conducive adjustment. How can 
parents know what expected the 
child unless the school has channel 
information the home? 

Written messages will help, but will 
not answer individual questions. Group 
meetings teachers and parents 
much but cannot solve individual prob- 
lems each classroom. Since the 
teacher dealing with each pupil, there 
must some way know him 
individual. One the quickest and 
surest ways understand child 
know his parents. They, turn, will 
give invaluable help, for one knows 
and understands child his par- 
ents. Then too, each child has his own 
method response each activity. 
the parents are recognize and cor- 
rect mistaken responses the child, 
they must understand the motives be- 
hind the assigned work. 

order unite the efforts the 
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school and the home their common 
educational objectives for young chil- 
dren, our school initiated and carried 
through program school-home co- 
operation. This pooling resources 
united the parents and teachers their 
efforts understand and help the child 
individual learner. 


Scheduling the Visits 


When our school system introduced 
parent-teacher visits, ‘meeting all 
the parents first graders was called 
for p.m. the same evening the 
regular P.T.A. meeting which was sched- 
uled for p.m. least one parent, but 
usually both, were present. 

The planned visits were explained, 
also the new type report card. The 
letter grading system used was 
replaced ratings above, at, be- 
low grade level. The rating was further 
explained satisfactory unsatis- 
factory effort marks. Thus pupil who 
was grade level but was not doing 
his best was marked unsatisfactory 
while the mentally immature with 
below grade level mark might doing 
satisfactory work. Many the parents

had never given serious thought 
the fact that mental growth varied 
physical growth. The days the 
parent-teacher visits were announced, 
and each family chose the hour best 
suited its schedule. All visits were 
outside school hours. 


Pattern the Visit 

The visit lasted for about minutes. 
was conducted strictly profes- 
sional manner. began with short 
prayer. make the parents feel free 
and still not put the teacher the 
defensive, questions were asked. These 
were questions which aided the teacher 
get picture the child’s home 
life. Among the questions were: 


What does say about school? 

What does like most? Least? 

Does say his prayers each morning and 
evening? 

usually time for family activites? 

patient and good-natured easily 
angered? 

kind, sympathetic, and thoughtful 
others? 


The parents were quite sincere 
their answers. Occasionally the mother 
and father discussed point before 
placed rating the mimeographed 
sheet for the child. 

The second part the visit was de- 
voted what had been observed the 
teacher while the child took part 
group activities. The teacher’s observa- 
tions covered the following points: 


Peppy and eager yes 
Friendly and sociable 
Restless and nervous 
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Gets upset easily 

popular with other children 

polite and well mannered 

Joins work with others 

honest and fair 

neat and clean 

interested many few things 
happy 

generally quiet loud and rude 
sympathetic and thoughtful others 
dependable doing things 


The parents asked many why and 
when questions. Often they asked for 
specific instances. Since the questions 
the form had been the points checked, 
was easy give the information. 
There was small file box the teach- 
er’s desk for everyday use. contained 
the information slips filled the par- 
ents the day enrollment. When 
special “yes” was noted, 
slip paper recording the date and in- 
cident was dropped into the file. Since 


the parents had signed for their hour, 
the teacher knew what information 
have hand for the visit. Most par- 
ents were amazed favorable ratings. 
The visit was culminated giving 
the parents the report card, which was 
summation the points discussed 
the visit. The points regarding growth 
religion and character are recognized 
those most needed for advancement 
later life. Under the intellectual and 
cultural growth, rated the pupil 
the points considered essential de- 
veloping the fundamental skills. 


The first visit was scheduled shortly 
after the Metropolitan Reading Readi- 
ness Tests were given. This test gives 
the reading at, above, below grade 
level real meaning, for the child re- 
ceives rating. Work 
sheets which were key material were 
filed and readiness for the parents. 
this way the parents learned how 


the checking system works, and how 
help those who have not understood 
the group work. 


Co-operative Results 


Parents are eager make any sacri- 
fice co-operate with the school 
forming their child into socially ad- 
justed, educated citizen. The teacher 
who really enters into the project whole- 
heartedly finds such visit great help. 
Often she has been misunderstood where 
she least thought. But, like everything 
else, this works two ways. She has some- 
times misunderstood what she thought 
she understood. 

get the real good the visit, 
parents and teachers both must enter 
with “for God and the good the 
child” attitude. Both are willing 
weigh both sides the question and 
accept the decisions made. know 
that one right all the time, not 
even the teacher. 


Parents’ Participation 


First Communion

There has been growing concern among educators over 
the increasing assumption schools what are essentially 
parental responsibilities. While the chief areas discussion 
have centered upon preparation for civic and domestic life, 


also has been asserted that priests and nuns 


schools not infrequently assume parental rights the matter 
religious education. Little objection has been made the 
parents themselves, for they are only too willing leave the 
task the religious instruction and formation their children 
religious teachers. doing, however, Christian parents 
are danger developing attitude indifference that will 
devitalize the life the Church the family, which the 
very basis society. 


The experience Christian parents some European coun- 
tries speaks eloquent language this matter. For decades 
they, too, relinquished the Catholic school many 
possible their parental rights and duties. They discontinued 
family morning prayer: for did not the children pray 
school? They longer discussed talked religious prob- 
lems home: what was the need, since the priest Sisters

were teaching school whatever the children had know? 
They did not attend Mass Sunday family: there were 
school and Sodality Masses with different members the 
family different pews and places. 

Two three generations later this irresponsible attitude 
suddenly found itself facing was longer 
any Catholic school education. awakening followed, and 
with remarkable rebirth Catholic family life, renewal 
“the Church home.” Can not learn from this example 
instead waiting for similar experience? 

The less parents have the important matter 
religious education, for instance the spiritual preparation 
for the first Communion day, the more will they concerned 
with such unimportant details dress, meals, gifts, and 
amusements. Often enough they help secularize the most 
important, the most solemn day child’s life making 
kind show for the family and the neighborhood, day 
much excitement and external 

The challenge presented the passage just quoted led 


consideration ways and means offering the parents 
our first communicants full sharing possible the

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training their children for First Holy Communion. The 
chief problem faced helping parents assume their 
part the religious formation their offspring the inade- 
quate preparation the majority this. would seem 
that the exhortation Pope Pius pastors souls 
would have equal application here teachers: 


for the fundamental duty and obligation educating their 
children, many parents have little preparation, immersed 
means their power word mouth and written articles 
widely distributed, warn parents their grave obligations. And 
this should done not merely theoretical and general way, 
but with practical and specific application the various responsibilities 
parents touching the religious [and] moral training their 
children and with indication the methods best adapted make 


their training effective. 


the responsibility religious educators assist the 
parents the children confided their care assuming, not 
surrendering, their parental rights and duties the field 
religious education. For this, the teacher must willing 
add already full schedule the time required devise the 
practical helps, methods, and instruction best suited the 
particular needs the individual families. effort 
this, the following program preparation and participation 
the ceremonies First Holy Communion was developed. 


Plan Help Parents 

parent-teacher meeting, this whole notion home- 
school co-operation the religious formation the children 
was presented, using springboard for the discussion Miss 
Mueller’s observations. was agreed that memorization 
catechism answers would done home order allow 
maximum class time for explanation, moitvation, and 
development understanding attitudes. was further agreed 
that, each week, short summary the material cov- 
ered class would sent home with any necessary explana- 
tions order that discussions might continued home 
least that the parents would aware what was being 
presented. Emphasis, however, was placed the fact that 
intellectual preparedness alone was not the end view. Our 
goal would the spiritual growth each child, not simply 
through routine application the truths taught, but through 
fostering personal love Him Who Truth. For the bene- 
fit those parents who had been unable attend the meeting 
brief summary was sent them. 

Each Monday thereafter, the week’s lesson plan for religion 
was outlined for the parents, together with the desired ob- 
jectives and practical suggestions. The specific questions for 
memorization were assigned and explanatory pages the 
children’s religion book were indicated. For our purpose, the 
children’s text, God Comes was especially useful, since 
contains very helpful suggestions parents concerning first 
confession and first Holy Communion. Any questions which 
parent might have could jotted down and sent any 
time. Some required personal answer, but others were such 
that both question and answer could added the following 
week’s homework sheet for the information all.

Because the accomplishment the 
latter usually task some magnitude, particularly with 
young children, the former perhaps too frequently over- 
looked inadequately treated. Too frequently, religious prac- 
tices tend become departmentalized part the school 
life rather than the entire life the child. This area 
which parents and teachers can and should work together 
more effectively. Parents are the first molders the char- 
acters their children and their task not ended when 
their children are placed Catholic school. Since First 
Holy Communion privilege granted one who first 
individual member family, and second member 
given class school, follows that the spiritual preparations 
for such event should family well school affair. 
The religious educator, most instances, must take the initia- 
tive here. From time time during the course our prepara- 
tion for First Holy Communion, addition the regular 
religion assignment and lesson plan, certain practices were 
suggested the parents for their children for the entire 
family. For example, when studying Baptism and discussing 
ways living true child our heavenly Father, was 
suggested that each child learn the date his Baptism and 
that there family celebration this anniversary birth 
special family prayer. Even the date was not near, the 
parents were urged encourage their child thank God for 
the grace his Baptism. 


Daily Examination Conscience 

During the preparation for the Sacrament Penance, after 
the children had been taught make simple examination 
conscience, letter was sent home explaining the value 
the daily examen, not simply preparation for confession, 
tries perform every day his life. The difficulties the 
young child acquiring this habit were discussed and means 
overcome them were suggested. simple method pro- 
cedure was outlined, while emphasis was placed the fact 
that “examination conscience made not merely find 
out our faults, but also increase our loving gratitude for all 
the benefits receive every day from God, and develop 
true and genuine sorrow for offending such good 

Prior the children’s reception First Holy Communion, 
the parents were informed whatever spiritual practices were 
being recommended school order that they might en- 
courage home and aware the children’s efforts these 
directions. Since the Holy Eucharist pre-eminently the sacra- 
ment union charity, stressed both these elements. 
For instance, the children were urged not only make spir- 
itual communions, but perform acts kindness and show 
marks reverence and respect for Christ others. was 
suggested that the family could best assist its first com- 
municant prayer and emphasis the spiritual rather 
than the material preparations. From time time, per- 
tinent Gospel text was suggested for slow and prayerful read- 
ing with the child before went bed. 


First Holy Communion Mass 


The day First Holy Communion itself should the cul- 
mination the family’s participation this great event. Too

“Holy God Praise Thy Name.” 

This day First Holy Communion truly the greatest day 
the lives the children thus far: the day which the 
All-Holy God, the Lord Heaven and Earth, lovingly comes 
them the intimacy Holy Communion, bringing count- 
less treasures grace their souls. But the greatness this 
event does not cease with the day, never repeated. 
will renewed and increased each time 
receive our Risen Lord the Holy Eucharist and are given 
new outpourings His life and love and rise yet higher 
degree intimacy and union with Him. Today, then, 
beginning for the first communicants: the first many fervent 
and loving communions with Him Who said, the Bread 
Life. Unless you eat flesh and drink blood, you 
shall not have life you.” May His divine life grace grow 
ever stronger their souls. May nourished increasingly 
their frequent reception the sacraments. May the purity 
their souls never become sullied lost. And may she whose 
Immaculate Conception honor today, keep them her 
loving care and guide, bless, and direct all their actions that 
they may holy and pleasing her Divine Son.

After breakfast, each child may re- 
turn the auditorium and take his blessed candle home, 
lighted the anniversaries his baptism and First Holy 
Communion. May these candles serve perpetual reminder 
the holiness their souls and safeguard against all 
personal sin: “Receive this burning light and safeguard thy 
baptism blameless life; keep the commandments God, 
that when our Lord shall come claim His own, thou mayest 
worthy greet Him with all the saints the heavenly 
court, and live forever and ever. Amen.

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Interest teacher efficiency and 
creased during recent years. Teacher 
attitudes have direct bearing 
teacher-pupil relationship; 
objective measurement attitudes can 
predict, with measure accuracy, 
what will the atmosphere any 
given classroom. However, before de- 
termining use such measure, school 
administrators must quite certain 
the sort teacher-pupil rela- 
tionship they consider desirable. This, 
course, may vary all the way from 
the most permissive and accepting, 
the most impersonal and conservative, 
and still thoroughly Catholic. 

Recent use the 
Teacher Attitude Inventory among 
Sister teachers showed range 
scores all the way from minus 111 
plus 141. While would undesirable 
and impractical select only teachers 
with high attitude scores, still teachers 
every school should not too nega- 
tively deviant from mean established 
proper norm. 

quite evident from studies that 
have been made, that teachers scoring 
low the Minnesota Teacher Attitude 
Inventory tend subject-centered, 
impersonal, textbook-recitation teachers 
who were probably molded into that 
type teacher inadequate prepa- 
ration for teaching, lack experience, 
large classes, and course the many 
socioeducational factors 
tribute teacher personality. 

our philosophy indicates that 
respect the dignity the child 
person, our curriculum attempts 
provide for the fivefold nature the 
child, and our methodology seeks. 
the light its philosophy pro- 
vide for the individual needs every 
child, then surely our classroom rela- 
tionships must sympathetic, under- 
standing, and accepting local 
conditions permit are inspire, 
direct, advise, and teach well the 
children who are confided us.

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All Schools Prepare for College 


few years ago major topic conversation was “Why can’t Johnny 
read?” Currently, and especially this time the year, the question widely 
discussed can’t Johnny get into the college his choice (or perhaps 
the college his parents’ choice) 

Administrators, counselors, and teachers our elementary schools and 
our high schools have difficult task before them communicating 
both parents and students the abilities, the preparation, and the attitudes 
necessary for college admission which must developed throughout the 
elementary and secondary years schooling. Preparation for college not 
function limited the senior year high school. begins the primary 
grades and continues until college admission. 

Preparation for college function all the lower level schools and 
every neighborhood. not merely for privileged areas. Schools regions 
which are economically depressed have equal obligation with those 
more fortunate sections. With the rapid increase financial aid programs, 
and with possibilities for borrowing finance college, every boy and girl 
who can profit from advanced education and who sincerely wants can 
hurdle the barriers. 


Elementary School Has Four Obligations 

What, then, the responsibility our schools helping Johnny prepare 
for college? The elementary school has least four obligations over and 
above its primary responsibility teaching religious truths and assisting 
developing the moral virtues. The first teach the basic skills reading 
and mathematics. This not easy assignment. requires high level 
professional knowledge and training. But, unless the pupils achieve com- 
petence these skills their chances for academic success are 
fact, the skills must mastered either the regular program 
remedial work. Second, the elementary school must develop appropriate 
study habits and attitudes toward study. Mere talk about them not 
sufficient. Regular experiences aimed proper habits and attitudes must 
organized. For few they may “come naturally,” but for the majority 
they are acquired. Stress needs placed once again individual study. 
The social approach and group activities have their place but intellectual 
development individual the individual who gets into 
college and not committee. Third, intellectual curiosity stimulated 
the early grades. Emphasis rote memory and needless repetition tends 
inhibit questioning and inquiry. The total goal should questioning mind. 
Fourth, and closely related, intellectual interests must have their beginning 
the grade schools. Negative interests things intellectual too frequently 
develop. Entertainment, fun, sports, social growth, and health all appear 
take precedence over things the intellect. These are good but they must 
balanced with intellectual interest. attitude respect for and 
interest intellectual achievement are not planted and nurtured the 
elementary school they probably will not flower later years. The school, 
course, aims these goals through the teaching fundamental 


edge but the goals must specific and set the guidelines for curriculum 
construction. 


High School Should Emphasize Performance 

The responsibility the high school emphasize performance. The 
habits begun the grades must continued and undergirded. Achieve- 
ment the best the student’s ability primary. mastery com- 
munication, enlargement and application mathematical skills, under- 
standing and ability use the scientific method, competence least 
one foreign language are minimum requirements. The moral virtues formed 
the earlier years must strengthened and given intellectual founda- 
tion. not too soon open the mind the adolescent the totality 
and the unity truth, and the relationship faith and reason. High school 
should provide years intensive intellectual work. The student must learn 
that education not truly measured terms credits units. The notion 
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that sixteen units constitute high school education can lead only mediocrity. 

Another responsibility the high school provide for interpretation 
student and parents various measures ability, give guidance 
the selection appropriate courses, and give assistance selecting several 
Catholic colleges, which are suitable for the student’s ability and background. 
This counseling should begin the freshman year and there should 
regular reappraisals. 

The day not far off when most colleges will give tentative acceptance 
students the end the third year high school. Provision must 
made for necessary admissions tests, either the end the junior year 
the very beginning the senior year. While research has indicated that 
cramming for entrance examinations yields results, experience taking 
tests, the type almost universally used for college admission, helpful. 
Students should encouraged take various kinds tests that testing 
does not provide mental block for them. The practice test exemption 
for superior students high school disservice students and, course, 
eliminates important instrument measurement. 

Finally, the high school has responsibility for co-operating advanced 
placement for those students who are capable carrying the program. This 
applies only relatively small number students any high school. 

Recognition the elementary and secondary schools their role 
preparation for college, articulation among the various levels education, 
and the joint effort parents, school, and student will result orderly 
progress toward college entrance. “Admission panic” suffered Johnny and 
his parents need not exist there realistic and informed planning

This the first attempt 
provide information about openings 
Catholic institutions higher learn- 
ing. The co-directors, Dean Thomas 
Garrett Assumption and Dr. Kather- 
ine Rich the Catholic University 
America, are congratulated 
their foresight and energy providing 
much-needed service.

Stimulated through the proper chan- 
nels, students find descriptive writing 
not only something within their power, 
but also experience which they enjoy. 
channels the sense sight. the 
student sees what going describe, 
has already overcome one huge stum- 
bling block. like relate what 
have seen. 


Feeling the Mood 

The first step descriptive writing 
put the student the mood. 
this best catching him unaware. 
Without announcing that the next few 
weeks will devoted composition, 
come class with assortment 
technicolor scenes, taken probably from 
old calendars and post cards. They 
should picturesque places like wood- 
lands, lakes, mountains, snow-laden 
trees, and sunsets. They should 
merely scenic views, not those which 
tell story. place one these 
scenes where all can see it, and try 
get our students capture the mood 
which the scene depicts. ask this 
question: “How does the picture make 
you feel?” Lonely? Happy? Sad? Peace- 
ful? After studying for few minutes, 
someone decides that the scene makes 
him feel peaceful. And that exactly 
the answer want. The mood created 
this particular picture one 
peace. The view from the banks 
body water sunset. Several green 
trees are the foreground, mountains 
the background, and the setting sun 
casts golden color across the blue lake. 

This our starting point for compo- 
sition. impress this idea mood 
upon the class, hold several other 
pictures which probably express such 
moods fear, strength, power. Return- 
ing then the original picture, use 
the word peace the core our

Expressing the Mood 


Now there remains nothing but 
put these thoughts together. Many sug- 
gestions flow spontaneously from the 
class. write the best these the 
board noting proceed that are 
composing logically developed para- 
graph. this must have some 
definite arrangement ideas mind. 
Therefore, let start with the object 
farthest away and gradually come closer 
our vantage point view, remem- 
bering that are apparently standing 
the bank looking out into the dis- 
tance. When completed, our paragraph 
may something like this: 

The sun high above the lake settling 
down rest once more the arms 
the distant purple mountains. Its warm, 
golden rays seem dancing the 
blue coolness the lake, while the 
whisper the pines hushed the 
beauty this momentary peace. The 
beautiful day ending, never live 
again, for the deep blue, velvet night 
creeping slowly over the lake. The sun’s 
golden reflections are longer dancing; 


rather they are fashioning themselves 
into black mirror reflecting the bril- 
liant silver discs the sky. The day 
will soon fall into deep slumber 
peace, and all will over. (Taken from 
actual class experiment.) 


The following day distribute pic- 
tures the students; give each one 
opportunity hold his scene for 
class comment. the student knows 
what mood his picture has 
his starting point and will want tell 
the rest himself. This but the talk- 
ative part human nature searching 
for outlet. During the class period, 
each one writes paragraph form what 
sees his picture and what feels 
result his experiences through 
the sense sight. uses the method 
established the board the previous 
day. Here are typical paragraphs which 
were done first experiments:

Mood: Anger suggests power. 

Furiously, raging stream rushes 
its treacherous way, pounding the jagged 
boulders which obstruct its angry path.

Stretching over the landscape, 
colorful brushwood plays hide-and-seek 
under cliff, between rock and tree. Over- 
head, passive blue sky watches with 
indifference, calmly brushing from its 
countenance the last traces feathery 
clouds.

Rising from the serene hills were barren, 
snow-topped mountains guarding this 
peaceful valley, admitting only the fluffy 
clouds gaze over their shoulders. 


Evaluating Descriptions 

Since the students learn from one 
another, well post six eight 
paragraphs together with the scenes de- 
scribed. This will not only bring en- 
couragement some, but will maintain 
interest among the others the class. 

The second step have the stu- 
dents find descriptive passages from 
books they may reading, for exam- 
ple, one Robert Louis Stevenson’s 
Joseph Conrad’s. They copy these 
excerpts, bring them class, and read 
aloud. Members the group are asked 
give verbal description how 
specific scene would look were painted 
canvas. The artistically inclined may 
volunteer sketch scene and color 
for extra-credit assignment. From 
the many descriptions brought class 
selected one Joseph’s Conrad’s 
for discussion: 


After waiting moment, Carter went 
deck. The sky, the sea, the brig 
itself had disappeared darkness 
that had become impenetrable, palpable, 
and stifling. immense cloud had come 
running over the heavens, look- 
ing for the little craft, and now hung 
over it, arrested. the south there 
was livid trembling gleam, faint and 
sad, like vanishing memory de- 
stroyed starlight. the north, 
prove the impossible, an_ incredibly 
blacker patch outlined the tremen- 
dous blackness the sky the heart 
the coming squall. The glimmers the 
water had gone out and the invisible 
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sea all around lay mute and still 
had died suddenly 

Following our original procedure, 
listed the names the objects and what 
was said about each. 

appears dead. 

gleam faint and sad. 


cloudy 


decided the mood was one fear. 
Then the students rewrote Conrad’s 
paragraph their own words. Following 
one them: 


Carter was frightened groped 
his way along the deck. One immense, 
ominous cloud seemed closer and heav- 
ier than the others, and Carter felt 
was that cloud which hid the brig from 
his view. The once blue dashing waters 
had suddenly become paralyzed and lay 
silent and mute his feet. was al- 
most the blackness the ele- 
ments had penetrated Carter’s very 
being making him victim despair. 

Already this point students have 
learned that writing not difficult 
they once had imagined. They have 
also acquired sense appreciation for 
the beauties nature and for the de- 
scriptive passages which they often 
skimmed over their reading novels. 

From here on, not difficult 
lead the student, step step, 
realization that all our knowledge comes 
through our senses. Not only

through the sense sight form 
vivid impressions, but likewise through 
the senses sound, touch, smell, and 
taste. 

brief passage from Robert Louis 
Stevenson’s Kidnapped can well illus- 
trate the power experience which 
comes through the sense sound:

pain, bound hand and foot, and deaf- 
ened many unfamiliar noises. There 
sounded ears roaring water 
huge mill-dam; the thrashing 
heavy sprays, the thundering the

Skill From Practice 


Proceeding this strain, easy 
make the student aware the pur- 
pose description and help him 
acquire skill writing never be- 
lieved possible him. will learn the 
use vivid, colorful, and useful adjec- 
tives. will become adept the use 
the simile and metaphor, all first 
unconsciously. Once his writing tech- 
nique has been fairly established, 
can made aware the principles 
rhetoric found his own work and 
that others.

The MASS Educates the Whole Being 


The Liturgical Movement God- 
sent answer the needs the mem- 
bers the Mystical Body Christ, 
who depend for their spiritual existence 
the truth Christ and the graces 
which flow from Him, giving them life 
and uniting them one another and 
their Head. Christ promised, “If 
lifted from the earth, will draw 
all myself” (Jn. 12:32). does this 
especially the liturgy the Mass. 
Pope Pius XII stated his encyclical, 
Mediator Dei, “The liturgy the public 
worship the whole Mystical Body 
Jesus Christ, Head and Members.” 

Let consider for moment, the 
liturgy two-way street, that which 
goes God and that which returns 
man. going God, worship, 
the action the Mystical Body, Head 
and Members, united prayer and 
sacrifice. 


Liturgy Teaches the Faith 

The Church Year with its Sundays 
and feast days living catechism 
which dramatically passes review all 
the truths our faith. Throughout the 
year, the Mass centers around the per- 
son Jesus Christ. The faithful are 
invited enter with Him His path 
sorrow, enjoy with Him the 
glories His triumph. have 
certain amount understanding the 
Eucharistic mystery, then possess 
the key all religious knowledge. 
the Mass essentially the heart 
Christian life, the Mass should con- 
trol it. Many Christians desert and 
adolescents, pupils our Catholic in- 
stitutions, often look upon 
burden and some among them the 
end their schooling announce that 
they will free themselves this obliga- 
tion which they have unwillingly under- 
gone for long. These adolescents have 
little love for the Mass, because they 
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not understand it. cannot love 
that which not know. There are 
two ways which lead the knowledge 
the Mass: first, listening 
commentary, and secondly, actively 
participating it. These two should 
closely linked and considered com- 
plementary one another. 

One the first observations 
made, that the liturgy the Mass 
popular teacher itself. The truths 
are not presented theses, proposi- 
tions, and corollaries, but hymns, 
prayers, Epistles and Gospels. They are 
not the cold abstractions the scholar, 
but the concrete and living words 
inspired texts. This not cowardly 
escape from the challenge scholar- 
ship, but recognition the fact that 
most human beings are not philosophers, 
and therefore feel uncomfortable among 
abstractions. Word pictures, symbols, 
and stories are concrete and direct, yet 
they lead deeper meanings and higher 

Pope Pius wrote, “The annual 
celebration the sacred mysteries 
more effective for instructing the faith- 
ful the truths our faith and for 
elevating their hearts the joys 
interior life, than all the solemn docu- 
ments the teaching Church. Our 
decrees reach only few learned men, 
but the feasts the Church reach all 
the faithful. The former act 
upon the intellect; the latter influence 
the whole man, heart and mind.” 


Practical Program Work 

would like share with you sim- 
ple practical way presenting the

Have you 
any questions about the Epistle (for 
some the Epistles the meaning 
difficult perceive)?” tomorrow’s 
St. Paul explains the Co- 
rinthians, who have recently emerged 
from paganism, that every feature the 
Christian religion from God. The 
various gifts are dispensed the Holy 
Ghost, the ministries the Church 
Christ, and supernatural operations 
God. for the Corinthians, too 
for us, this Epistle lesson hu- 
mility when examined closely.

First Grade 
When children enter the first grade

The skill reading not the only 
geographically valuable part the first- 
grade reading program; the content 
also significant. Concepts Christian 
social living the family, church, 
school, and community are developed 
the first readers. Many these con- 
tribute geographic understandings. 

Among the words which are early 
encountered basic reading vocabu- 
lary are the terms, and down. They 
may know that toward the sky, 
while down groundward. These basic 
understandings are necessary order 
eventually develop concepts concern- 
ing altitude, sea level, and ocean depths. 

they read, children the first 
grade begin acquire certain knowl- 
edge about animal friends, notably dogs, 
rabbits, squirrels, and birds. Usually 
they know the dogs bark, the rabbits 
are soft and eat grass, the squirrels 
climb trees and hide nuts, and the birds 
sing and fly. any event, the children 
are learning certain relationships ani- 
mals their habitats. 

The apple the fruit most commonly 
encountered the first-grade reader. 
Apples represent one long list 
tree fruits around which children will 
build many meaningful associations. 

The reading program may also 
accompanied music. children sing 
about dogs, rabbits, and squirrels 
well owls, kangaroos, goldfish, ele- 
phants, and bluebirds. wonder how 
many first graders would know real

Children may both read and sing 
about autumn leaves.

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Apparently children the second 
grade are still concerned about getting 
lost. this connection, and connec- 
tion with community studies, many 
teachers lead the children into the 
making map the neighborhood.

The greater range abilities the 
part third-grade children can uti- 
lized extending their map skills. The 
learning units measure down 
one half and one fourth inch 
can helpful the preparation 
individual maps. Pupil-made maps may 
encompass larger area than the im- 
mediate neighborhood extending 
the downtown section, the railroad sta- 
tion, and the airport; and may include 
certain prominent natural features, such 
river.

graders. fact, third-grade children 
may read how great amount rainfall 
may cause river overflow its banks, 
and the great dislocations which can 
result from floods. 

the third grade, increasing 
amount attention given our 
country. Children are aware our flag, 
and the fact that each star stands for 
one the states. They know the name 
their own state and others well, 
particularly Texas. Therefore, whenever 
possible, map the United States 
North America should fre- 
quently view the third-grade class- 
room. The repeated viewing such 
map, even casually, can help impress 
the image our land the mind 
child. 

There widespread opinion that 
maps are simplified removing things 
from them. However, too frequently the 
simplified map rather flat and lifeless 
result this removal process. 
Without east-west and north-south lines, 
globe maps lose their rotundity. The 
addition shaded relief, showing hills 
and mountains, actually simplifies map 
giving three-dimensional, pic- 
torial quality while the same time 
adding its inherent interest. there 
more map than first meets the 
eye, many children will turn again and

Entering Fourth Grade

Let summarize some the basic 
concevts thus far acquired. 

First all, the children have cer- 
tain knowledge places. They are 
familiar with their own locality, neigh- 
boring cities, and their own states. They 
may acquainted with other states 
and other countries vague way. 
Manv them know that live 
world which can represented 
globe. 

Size and distance relationships, 
well time concepts, are still 
elementary stage development. Some 
children may measure distance terms 
city blocks, while others may have 
miles. with older children, the adjec- 
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“few” are usually virtually meaningless 
unless accompanied specific exam- 
ples within the range 
experiences. 

Probably more done with weather 
concepts because this element has such 
direct and observable effect upon our 
daily lives. Children the threshold 
the fourth grade know such concepts 
as: clouds carry rain, and rain helps 
plants grow. They have repeated 
experiences with the variability 
weather, the four seasons, and the four 
winds. (Actually, there are more than 
four.) 

Some landforms are familiar, espe- 
cially hills which are usually green. 
Children may also know plains, and the 
fact that farming carried best 
level fields. They may developing 
feeling for mountains, but plateaus re- 
main difficult visualize and put 
into words later grades. 


Vegetation Familiar 


Ideally, the children would know 
great deal about vegetation their own 
surroundings. practice, however, op- 
portunities for learning the names 
nearby trees, flowers, and bushes are 
often missed. This not the case 
animal life.

have had exposure great 
variety animals, noted earlier, 
and the field trip the zoo and the 
farm rank close the grocery-store 
trip and fire-station trip frequency 
occurrence. 

Rocks, minerals, and soil are seldom 
found within the classrooms the pri- 
mary grades, except for the sand table 
and the window flower boxes. con- 
nection with unit houses, children 
may learn about cement brick mak- 
ing. But their greater contact with rocks 
and soil comes after school.

Throughout the primary grades the chil- 


dren have come contact with other 
children and other people. From stories 
about Jane, Betty, Tom, and Sue (and 
the inevitable twins), they 
the mailman and truck driver and may 
even come contact with Eskimo 
two. 

this changing world, where the 
natives Africa are wearing T-shirts 
and riding bicycles (if not Volks- 
wagens), and Eskimos are tending radar 
stations, the teacher the primary unit 
must guard against presenting 
outmoded and unrealistic view other 
peoples. For the purpose the 
fourth-grade teacher build upon pre- 
vious experiences and present world 
view various lands peoples 
through type studies. Many the im- 
pressions gained this especially for- 
mative time are long retained. discus- 
sion the “Hows and Whys Fourth 
Grade Geography” was the subject 
another talk, appearing the January, 
1960, issue the SCHOOL 
was the purpose this 
talk show where the habit “think- 
ing geographically” might lead. When 
applied the primary grades, ob- 
served that there plenty room for 
such thinking. Are you taking part 
geography readiness?
